| cause of “minor difficulties which 
have been corrected.” 

The little ship was built in France 
by Henri Meighnet. It was brought 
to this country by Sydney Arram, 
_ an Englishran, who seeks to per- 
feet it for manufacture in the Unit- 
| ed States in guantity. After Meigh- 
net finished the midget plane, he de- 
scribed it in a book, the French 
title of which translates into “fly- 
ing flea” or “flying louse,” in Eng- 
lish.

We insist that this 
purpose be adhered to in framing 
reciprocal trade treaties and that 
there be no reduction in present agri- 
cultural tariffs on any farm product 
that would have the effect of holding 
or reducing domestic price levels be- 
low parity on such products.”

Writ That Would Force 
Vote on Old-Age Issue. 


NASHVILLE, Ga., Dec. 11.—()— 
Old-age pension advocates today lost 
the first round of a court battle to 
force a vote on 2 Talmadge-vetoed 
pension amendment to the state con- 


stitution. 

Judge W. R. Smith, of Alapaha snu- 
perior court circuit, refused a_peti- 
tion seeking to require John Wilson, 
secretary of state; President Charles 
Redwine~of the senate, and“ Speaker 
FE. D, Rivers, uf thé house,to set. up 
machinery for’ presenting the amend- 
ment to the people for a vote in the 
1936 general election. 

He said the constitution, the legis- 
lative proposal itself, and the laws of 
the state gave them no such authority. 

Right of Governor Talmadge -to 
veto the proposal, which was adopted 
by the 19385 legislature, was chal- 
lenged in the petition, but was not 
passed gn by the court. 

Judge Smith’s order explained that 
inasmuch as none of the three defend- 
ants had a legal right to present the 
amendment to the voters, “the writ 
of mandamus will not lie against” 
them, and it was ‘unnecessary to pass 
on the question” of the Governor’s 
right. to veto the proposal. 

Talmadge vetoed the act on the 
claim that it would bankrupt the 
state if adopted.

FORCED TO RESIGN 


King Fuad Expected To 
Replace Ministry With 
an Anti-British Group. 


CAIRO, Dec. 11.—(#)—Premier 
Tewfik Nessim Pasha’s cabinet bowed 
to nationalist anfti-British pressure to- 
day and decided to hand their resigna- 
tions to King Fuad. 

The ruler, infogmed observers be- 
lieved, has no alternative but to sup- 
plant the present docile instrument 
of the British: empire" with a wnited 
and-eggréssive -anti-British’ ~ goverti- 
ment. 

Nessim and his: ministers will sub- 
mit the resignations tomorrow. The 
king, who is confined to his palace 
| by ill health, was é@xpected to take a 
day or two to announce dis decision, 
but it was understood he would ac- 
cept. 

The premier, after his cabinet had 
decided to resign, visited the home of 
former Premier Nahas Pasha, chief 
of the potent wafd (nationalist) party, 
for a cuuncil of peace. He was ac- 


companied by Mohammed Machmud 
Pasha, liberal comstitutionalist leader. 

The three bitter pvlitical opponents, 
in their first meeting, drew up plans 
for a united front on resisting Brit- 
ish influences in Egypt. 

Earlier Nessim emerged from a con- 
ference with Sir Miles Lamson, the

The premier has headed a stop-gap 
government, representing no party, 
since the constitution was suspended.

This coffee is 
dried in the backyard, husked at the 
family mill, roasted om the stone stove 
in the kitchen and ground in the mill 
that is perched on a shelf in the 
kitchen or pantry. The smell of roast- 
ing coffee often fills the air like the 
aroma of ham frying on a frosty 
morning.

ery that leaves no jobs for the women 
that we have seen elsewhere who tre- 
ceive less than six cents per day for 
culling coffee. The increase of ma- 
chinery creates labor problems here 
also. This modern plant is fitted out 
to grade and sort the coffee into one 
of five classifications. A sixth bag 
receives the coffee that is not proper- 
ly husked and sends it through the 
mill again. Bags of this coffee weigh- 
ing 132 pounds each are stacked high 
in the mill awaiting shipment to 
Santos and from there to the United 
States and other nations of the world. 
Best Coffee Found in U. S. 

One Brazilian confessed that the 
best coffee is to be found in the 
United States due to the blending and 
roasting that the American producers 
have developed. Here everyone pre- 
pares it more or less to suit his own 
fancy. 

The notion is current that coffee 
should not be followed with water and

SAND MAN WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The treasury tried to laugh

The unexplained truth of the matter seems to be exactly the oppo- 
site. Silver speculators have caught him napping so often in the past 
that he seems to have developed insomnia on that subject. 

The result is that, behind his feigned yawning, there appears to be 
emerging a well-studied change in his buying strategy. It does not nec- 
essarily involve any change in basic policy. The mandate of congress 
is still being seriously respected within the treasury. But Mr. Morgen- 
thau seems to have developed into a wary buyer rather than a good- 
time Charley who would take in all.the silver anyone has to offer at any 
price. 


ERROR Mr. Morgenthau’s purpose (as dictated by congress) is two- 


fold: (a) To increase the price of silver eventually to $1.29, 


and (b) to accumulate a tremendous bulk of it, until it reaches one- 
third of his gold. These purposes often conflict. 

That is, any buyer who does not want to play a game for green- 
backers will try to accumulate as much silver as he can at moderate 
prices. He will get as much silver as he can before finally bidding the 
price to the top. He will keep his eye on bulk as well as price. 

The fundamental error which causes all the misunderstandings in 
the situation seems to be this: The inflationists passed the silver act 
in the belief that the treasury would buy faster than it could afford, thus 
forcing it into inflation. The treasury is following the letter of the law, 
but not the hopes of the inflationists. 

This error will probably continue in status quo until after the next 


elections at least.

No member of the opposition party 
would even consider such desperate 
folly in Italy. But then there is no 
opposition party.

: The truth is that any intelligent person can criticise intelligently 
without training in the art criticised. 

_ The best of literary critics never wrote a novel; the best dramatic 
critics are not playwrights; and the most competent critics of politics 
and statesmanship are neither politicians nor statesmen. 

It isn’t difficult to make criticism. The hard part is to take it. 

If you would measure a man’s intelligence and prospects, offer 
friendly and constructive criticism and observe his reaction. 

Of course everybody resents ill-humored criticism that is mere 
“knocking,” and few welcome the uninvited and impudent criticism of 
a stranger. 

But if the criticism is without malice and sensible and justified, the 
response to it gives the measure of the man. 

If he ‘‘can’t take it,” he is a mentally immature know-it-all who never 
will learn by hard knocks, or his brain has begun to ossify and no longer 
is capable of absorbing new ideas. 

Of coupse there may be exceptions—men supreme in their field and 
thus without a peer competent to offer criticism. Such as these might 
with justice resent criticism, but the probability is they wouldn't. 

Those who resent it usually are incompetents doomed to fail or the 
embittered victims of competition who have already failed. 

The critic is your -best friend—however bitter the dose he offers.

INGREASE IN GEORGIA 


Bales Grown This Year To 
Total $1,060,000, Farm 
Report Says. 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec 11.—(P)— 
Georgia’s 1935 cotton crop will show 
the greatest per-acre yield since 1914, 
with the exception of 1933, the Geor- 
gia Crop Reporting Service said to- 

ay. 

The crop for 1935 has been estimat- 
ed at 1,060,0000 bales, as against 1934 
production of 971,000 bales and 1,105,- 

in the previous year. 

The 1935 yield is expected to be 
233 pounds per acre, against 220 in 
1934, 246 in 1933 and 154 in 1982. 

The Reporting Service said produc- 
tion in the northern part of the state 
“will be about the same as last year, 
while in mid-section of the state the 
indicated increase is about 15 _ per 
cent. Southern Georgia has made 
about 8 per cent more than in 1934. 

“Bureau of Census’ gin report 
shows 1,029,000 running bales ginned 
in Georgia prior to December 1, com- 
pared with 955,000 to the same date 
last year and 1,076,000 in 1933.” 

Farm leaders also stated that the 
total yield this year will be considera- 
bly more than the 854,000 bales grown 
in 1932, the last unrestricted year. 
The tax-free allotment for 1935 is 
919,000 bales, or 65,000 bales in ex- 
cess of the 1932 crop, while the total 
production in 1935 is 106.000 more 
bales than were grown in 1932. 

It is pointed out that the control 
act has increased, rather than de- 
creased, cotton growing in Georgia. 

The Georgia Crop Reporting Serv- 
ice is operated by the United States 
Department of Agriculture in co-op-

STATE FIRE LAWS 
BACKED BY JURORS 


Strict Enforcement Urged 
by Fulton Body; Annual 
Loss Cited. 


Strict enforcement of state fire laws 
was recommended yesterday by the 
November-December grand jury, ac- 
cording to an announcement made by 
Thomas L. Moye, jury foreman. 

The grand jurors pointed to the 
large loss every year sustained by 
property holders throughout the state 
due to forest fires and they recom- 
mended that city and county police 
co-operate in prosecuting violations of 
the state laws. 

County Police Chief George Math- 
ieson asserted that he would instruct 
his men to arrest all violators of the 
law and Foreman Moye said T. O. 
Sturdivant, chief of city police, also 
would be asked to aid. 

T. Guy Woolford, Atlanta capital- 
ist who is president of the Georgia 
Forestry Association, sponsored the 
recommendation by the grand jury. 
He said millions of dollars are being 
lost by fire in Georgia every year and 
that towns and residences are being 
constantly threatened because 
carelessness in controlling outdoor 
fires. ‘ 

It is against the Georgia law to 
start a fire outdoors between January 
1 and March 1 except on one’s own 
property, and not then until neighbors 
have been warned. Violation of the 
law carries sentences of 12 months 
on the chain gang, six months in jail 
and a fine of $1,000, or all three at 
the discretion of the presiding judge. 

Mr. Woolford said a number of 
Georgia grand juries have recommend- 
ed a strict enforcement of the fire 
law.

WITH THE ITALIAN TROOPS 
AT ADIGRAT, Ethiopia, Dec. 11.— 
()—-Italy’s big push toward the heart 
of Ethiopia from the north has been 
halted until lines of supply can be 
set up for the next drive. | 

“You must understand,” Marshal | 
Pietro Badoglio, . commander-in-chiet 
of the African forces, told this cor- 
respondent today, “I have 150,000 
men to feed and it is impossible to 
keep them in good condition unless we 
can take care of them. 

“Therefore, it is necessary to pause 
in our operations to enable me to 
‘establish lines of supply before the 
next move forward.” 

The 200 miles of roads between As- 
mara, Eritrea, and Makale and ad- 
vance points are to be thoroughly 
overhauled. Most of the roads are ot 
dirt, skirting lofty precipices and sub- 
jected to the constant pounding of 
trucks, 

When the Italians set out again 
the objective will be Amba Alaji, 40 
miles south of Makale—a point the 
Ethiopians are reported prepared to 
defend bitterly. 

An Italian army was routed at 
Amba Alaji 40 years ago and the Ital- 
ian advance will be a “march of re- 
venge.”

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—(4)—Blocked

Under the terms of the deal, which 
left baseball men arguing as to whic’ 
team got the better of the bargain, 
the Yankees traded Johnny Allen to 
the Indians for Monte Pearson and 
Steve Sundra, a Cleveland rookie who 
pitched for Minneapolis and New- 
ark last season. All three hurlers are 
right handed. 

After the deal was announced, Man- 
ager Joe McCarthy, a little weary of 
the cold shoulder he has been get- 
ting from rival owners each time he 
tries to buy an outfielder, said he 
intended to keep on trying. He ad- 
mitted something more than the ac- 
quisition of Pearson and Sundra was 
necessary to keep even with the Red 
Sox. who have purchased Jimmy Foxx 
and John Marcum, and the Tigers, 
who got Al Simmons yesterday. 


LITTLE VALUE SINCE, 


Allen, regarded as a great pitching 
star in 1932 when he made ais debut 
and won 17 victories against four de- 
feats and then followed through by 
winning 15 and dropping seven in 
1933, has been of less value than Me- 
Carthy expected since then. The fact 
is that Allen, probably the number 
one enemy of American league um- 
pires because of his stormy disposi- 
tion, and McCarthy do not get along 
well together. Pearson, with the In- 
dians four seasons, had his greatest 
year in 1934 when he won 18 and lost 
13. Last season he won eight and lost 
13, while Allen won 13 and dropped 
six. Sundra, 25 years old, won five 
and lost six for Minneapolis and then 
won five out of six for Newark. Pear- 
son is 26, Allen 30.

The 
well-preserved remains were found 
at Pompeii. The ground floor con- 
tains 46 rooms, besides several spaces 
which may be classed as closets or 
“cubby holes.” In addition there were 
many rooms in the second story. The 
second-floor rooms and some of those 
on the first floor were sleeping cham- 
bers. 

The main dining-room was located 
next to an open court, containing a 
fountain and beds of flowers, and on 
the opposite side of the court was a 
kitchen. Dining-rooms in the homes 
'of wealthy Romans were likely to be 
at some distance from the Phe om 
| thus sparing the family from the odors 
of cooking. There were so many serv- 
ants that no need was seen for eav- 
ing labor. 

Romans knew the art of making 
glass, but glass window panes were 
seldom used at Rome. The common 
method of covering window openings 
was with lattice work or shutters. 
There were sundials to keep track of 
time, and at least a few families had 
water clocks modeled after those of 
the Greeks. 

In Shapespeare’s play, “Julius 
Caesar.” the striking of a clock is 
mentioned, but that is a mistake, for 
the Romans did not have clocks which 
struck the time of day.
